Remarks 

Applicant's response to restriction requirement filed 7/1 1/06 and elected claims 
1-6 and 1 1-13 for examination. The application is now allowable since total of claims 1- 
6 and 11-13 had been pending. The changes above have been provided to improve the 
clarification of the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6, 11-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art does not teach that, an inductor coupled in series with a first light 
emitting diode; a second light emitting diode coupled in parallel to the inductor and the 
first light emitting diode such that the second light emitting diode is reverse biased 
when a power source drives a current through the inductor and the first light emitting 
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diode; and a switch controlling the connection of the inductor and the first light 
emitting diode to the power source recited in independent claim 1. 

Prior art does not teach that, an inductor coupled in series with a first light 
emitting diode; a switch controlling a connection of the inductor and the first light 
emitting diode to a power source; and a first terminal and a second terminal of the 
power source connected in series to the inductor via the switch and at least one second 
light emitting diode, the at least one second light emitting diode having a forward 
voltage higher than input voltage across the first and second terminals wherein the 
second light emitting diode is connected in parallel to the switch and the first light 
emitting diode, and wherein the second light emitting diode is coupled in series with the 
inductor and the power source recited in independent claim 4. 

The remaining dependent claims 2-3, 5-6, 9, 11-13 are allowable for at least 
above reason.

None of record prior arts stands alone or combination with the others 
discloses all limitations required in claim invention.
